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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

The amendment filed November 2, 2007 has been entered. Claims 1 and 2 have been amended. 
Accordingly, Claims 1 -3 remain pending in the instant application. 

During a telephone conversation conducted on February 14, 2008, Letitia DeGrasse confirmed 
that John P. White authorized the following examiner's amendment. Should the changes and/or additions 
be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1 .3 12. To ensure 
consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
In the Claims: 

Claim 3 has been canceled. 

1 . A method of converting a neural stem cell into a V2 intemeuron which comprises introducing 
into the neural stem cell, ex vivo, a retroviral vector comprising a nucleic acid which encodes 
homeodomain transcription factor Nkx6. 1 protein, wherein the encoded protein is expressed in the neural 
stem cell so as to thereby convert the neural stem cell into the V2 intemeuron. 

2. The method of claim 1, wherein the nucleic acid introduced into the neural stem cell integrates 
into the chromosomal DNA of the progenitor neural stem cell.
